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City Council Sorts Priorities 


For ARPA Fund Allocations 


On July 18, Greenbelt City 
Council continued its delibera- 
tions on the eventual uses of the 
$22.88M of American Rescue 
Plan Act (ARPA) funds in an 
effort to disburse them in the 
most equitable and impactful 
way for the city and its residents. 
In defense of the city’s lengthy 
and painstaking approach, Coun- 
cilmember Ric Gordon remarked 
that many municipalities based 
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Venturing Crew 746, on their canoe trip in the Adiron

their decisions on only a sin- 
gle meeting and public hearing. 
Council used the current listing 
of proposed funding prepared by 
staff, based on its many workses- 
sions and extensive public input. 
Council was given a chance to 
rate them each for its urgency, 
with three being the most urgent, 
followed by two and one. The 
worksession focused on those 
given a priority of three and

those in the upper twos. 

Storm Response 
The meeting began with praise 
from council for the Public 
Works Department, represented 
by its new director, Willis Shafer, 
for their amazing recovery efforts 
from the recent destructive storm. 
Mayor Emmett Jordan pointed 
out that within only 72 hours the 
city was back to functioning. The

Council Debates Reparations 
Committee Interview Process 


Greenbelt is currently accept- 
ing applications for the 21-mem- 
ber Reparations Commission, 
with a deadline of Sunday, July 
31. On July 20, the Greenbelt 
City Council met to work out 
an interview process. While a 
clear and final approach was not 
reached, the solid beginnings of a 
plan were achieved by meeting’s 
end. Two of the main debates 
centered on individual versus 
group interviews and standard 
versus more relaxed questions. 
As the number of applicants and 
eventual members will likely 
exceed those for the city’s other 
advisory boards, council was 
focused on the most appropri- 
ate and efficient way to evaluate 
them all in a timely fashion to 
allow the commission to begin its 
work as soon as possible.

The last council motion set 
out the committee composition 
as: four members each from 
Greenbelt East, West and Center 
and nine members from the busi- 
ness and faith-based sectors of 
the city. 

During most of the meeting, 
Mayor Emmett Jordan and Coun- 
cilmember Rodney Roberts fa- 
vored the traditional approach 
of individual interviews, lasting 
roughly 15 to 20 minutes, with 
more natural, open-ended ques- 
tions as the most effective and 
thorough method. 

Councilmembers Kristen 
Weaver, Judith Davis, Colin Byrd 
and Ric Gordon gravitated more 
toward a small-group approach, 
maybe three applicants at a time 
in blocks of roughly 20 to 30 
minutes. This would allow more 


interviews to be accomplished 
more efficiently and allow coun- 
cil to see how the applicants 
conduct themselves in a social

First Animation, Filmmaking 


Summer Camp Classes a “Hit”

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Ali Everitt leads campers in an animation building activity. 


We all appreciate animation, 
from Mickey Mouse to the dino- 
saurs of Jurassic Park to the mo- 
tion graphics used to dramatize 
the nightly weather reports. 

“Pictures are compelling, and 
moving pictures even more so,” 
stated Ali Everitt, teacher for the 
first of two Creative Kids anima- 
tion class offerings through the 
Greenbelt Recreation summer 
camp series. 

In two week-long afternoon 
sessions, young filmmakers and 
animators produced their own 
movies with scenes like paper 
cut-out elephants eating and a 


live-action murder mystery where 
the actors, camera, sound and 
lighting operators were camp at- 
tendees. 

All of these scenes were ed- 
ited by the students on Greenbelt 
Access Television (GATe) com- 
puters for finished video produc- 
tions to be viewed on the last 
day of class. 

Along with videographic and 
editing skills, the students, some 
as young as 6 years old, learn to 
work together to create the short 
films. They also learn to work on 
projects that take many days to

situation, a crucial issue as the 
committee process will require a 
collaborative spirit. 

Most of council agreed that 
the interviews should be done 
over a combination of Saturdays 
and weeknights, as opposed to 
the normal board interviews be- 
ing done before the start of a 
council meeting. 

A general consensus was that 
an opening statement, lasting no 
more than two minutes, be al- 
lowed each person, which would 
encapsulate their reasons for ap- 
plying and their intentions. It was 
agreed that this should not be a 
prepared statement, but should be 
delivered at the interview for a 
more revealing presentation. 

Byrd and most of council 
were open to virtual interviews, 
mindful of Covid and other 
health concerns. 

Equity and thoroughness are 
major concerns regarding the 
questions asked of each appli- 
cant, to avoid any sense of fa- 
voritism and to achieve the best 
understanding of each. Weaver 
said that even a standard ques- 


tion can reveal much individual 
information, such as background, 
personal experience and skills. 
Byrd wanted the option to ask 
questions tailored to the applicant 
and not bound to specific queries 
on such a serious and sensitive 
subject as the committee will be 
deliberating. Jordan asked council 
to draft some potential questions 
to be evaluated at a later meeting. 
The prospect of extending the 
application deadline was broached 
but sidelined for the moment 
as council preferred to see how 
many applications are received. 
So far, 11 have been submitted. 
Council wanted at least 25 to 
choose from to get the best pool 
of candidates. Jordan suggested 
a plan in which applications re- 
ceived by July 31 will begin the 
interview process, with the appli- 
cation deadline extended, perhaps 
to the end of August, and the 
process halted once 21 members 
are chosen. Council concurred. 
An area of nearly total agree- 
ment was to have public viewing 
be virtual in order to create a 
comfortable environment for the

Council was clear on making 
these interviews transparent and 
open to the public. 

At the meeting’s close, Davis 
laid out a possible interview 
process, based on the evening’s 
feedback: groups of three, a brief 
opening statement by each ap- 
plicant, three standard questions, 
some clarifying questions from 
council and any questions from 
the applicant for council. 

In order to get the interview 
process going, Jordan suggested 
a general agreement on procedure 
by council without a vote by July 
31, with a start on interviews at 
that time. Council would make 
the public aware at a later meet- 
ing of their deliberations on the 
interview procedure.

The activities offer concrete 
examples of the somewhat ge- 
neric code words. For example, 
the word peace comes with an 
activity called the peace post of- 
fice where campers make personal 
notes which they put into each 
other’s mailbox. ““We model how 
to affirm someone,” said MJ Park, 
who runs the camps with her hus- 
band, Jerry Park. 

The Parks have run the camps 
for 43 years, though not always 
in Maryland. “Little Friends For 
Peace was started in Minnesota,” 
MJ said. “[It was] ... an out- 
growth of my background as a 


teacher and Jerry being a commu- 
nity organizer and also working 
in the field of education empow- 
ering youth.” 

MJ said that while at an anti- 
violence rally, she and her hus- 
band suddenly understood. “We 
had a kind of epiphany that if 
we want peace, we need to in- 
tentionally teach peace.” They set 
about to create a curriculum that 
would provide a set of tools for 
everyday life. They’ve worked in 
Maryland for 30 years, and now 
live in Accokeek. The camps are 
located throughout Maryland.

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Magical Tempest Explores 
Injustice with Teen Actors 


Strong acting, spritely and 
graceful dancing, beautiful cos- 
tumes, a soundtrack of original 
orchestral music and deep explo- 
rations of Shakespeare’s many 
complex themes resulted in a ter- 
rific production of The Tempest 
directed by Kate Magill Robinson 
at Greenbelt Arts Center, the 
culmination of four weeks of the 
Teen Shakespeare Summer Inten- 
sive program. 

Magill Robinson’s produc- 
tion allows teens with a limited 
amount of time to take on classic 
Shakespeare roles, dealing with 
complex themes of social hier- 
archy and injustice. By expertly

Sycorax doesn’t speak, but in her 
beautiful dancing she does not 
conform to Prospero’s disparaging 
descriptions of her. When Caliban 
and Sycorax dance together, Cali- 
ban remembers being free. To a 
modern viewer, the original inhab- 
itants of the island, seen as “other” 
or “less than” and ordered about 
by Prospero, represent indigenous 
people colonized by European 
agents of empire. Perhaps initially 
written as a monster, villain or 
fool, Caliban survives enslavement 
and remains on the island with 
knowledge of his original heritage 
and religion intact. 

The ending of this story is 


full of unusual openness. Once 
Miranda is engaged to Ferdinand, 
and their release from the island 
is secure, Prospero discards his 
sorcerous tools of book and staff, 
dismantling his unfair advantages 
over the other characters. Ariel 
and Leira fly free to fates un- 
known. Caliban is left behind to 
recover unaided from a decade 
spent in slavery. Prospero’s acts 
of sorcery, including the supposed 
storm and shipwreck, melt away 
as events draw to a close — but 
the play instills a lingering dis- 
satisfaction with the world of 
hierarchical systems and unjust 
power differentials.

cutting the run time to just over 
one hour, splitting some roles 
and pre-recording some parts, 
the amount of lines per actor be- 
comes more manageable. 

Elegant ballet choreography by 
Elizabeth Gardner was fittingly 
sweet and magical, including the 
masque with Juno (Ani Arzouma- 
nian), who also brought live flute 
music to the show. Original music 
was composed and performed by 
Zachary Cheng, a former Camp 
Encore participant currently study- 
ing at Oberlin. 

Shakespeare’s play is about a 
sorcerer, Prospero (Zann Krage), 
who was formerly Duke of Milan. 
Betrayed by his brother Antonio 
(Jules Delehant), he is stranded on 
an island with his young daugh- 
ter Miranda (Isabelle Murray). 
Prospero seizes the opportunity 
to escape the island and arrange 
a marriage for his daughter to 
Ferdinand (Xina Costen), heir to 
the kingdom of Naples. Prospero 
has enslaved several beings on 
the island — an island native called 
Caliban (Hannah Alisse Collins) 
and spirits Ariel (Mila Shapiro) 
and Leira (Julia May). 

Prospero uses sorcery to ma- 
nipulate events and control other 
characters. Krage is adept at por- 
traying Prospero’s threatening 
character traits. As a father, Pros- 
pero has no qualms about enchant- 
ing Miranda to sleep when he 
doesn’t want his daughter to see 
what’s going on. As an enslaver, 
Prospero punishes Caliban with 
mental and physical anguish, and 
doesn’t hesitate to remind Ariel 
and Leira of their former impris- 
onment, even while spurring them 
to obedience with promises of 
freedom, despite the formidable 
power the spirits possess in their 
own right. Caliban openly resents 
Prospero and tries to escape en- 
slavement by forming alliances 
with the shipwrecked crew. 

One of the highlights of this 
production is the appearance 
of Sycorax, Caliban’s mother, 
portrayed by assistant choreogra- 
pher Mecca Lartigue. As a dancer,

city is seeking county assistance 
through additional chippers and 
grappler trucks to aid in debris 
pickup. Recreation Director Greg 
Varda said that Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center (SLRC) and 
its clubhouse were used to assist 
and temporarily house any dis- 
placed residents, of which there 
were three. 
ARPA Allocations 

Interim City Manager Timo- 
thy George advised council that 
the sooner ARPA funds are en- 
cumbered for any infrastructure 
projects the better, as there is a 
general shortage of equipment 
and contractors. He warned that 
if the city waits too long, it may 
miss the deadline of the end of 
2024 and lose its ability to access 
the funds. 

Staff recommended $350,000 
for premium pay for essential 
workers in the form of a sti- 
pend or bonus for all those on 
the front line, either directly or 
indirectly, during the two years 
of Covid. $2,080 a year was 
suggested as a baseline amount, 
which could be doubled for two 
years or halved for six months. 
This was a high priority for 
council, with Councilmember 
Judith Davis characterizing their 
work as “superhuman.” 

Employee-based workforce 
development was another key 
item, with a possible $150,000 
suggested. This would not be 
income-based and would encom- 
pass any extra training programs 
for city employees. 

Grants and development pro- 
grams to support Greenbelt busi- 
nesses and nonprofits was put 
at $1.5M. These would only be 
for small, local businesses, not 
chains. 

Food assistance at $250,000 
was proposed for Meals-on- 
Wheels and city food pantries, as 
food insecurity has been a major 
issue during the pandemic. 

Mental health services were 
much discussed as there has been 
a large increase in the need for 
such services during the stress-

ful pandemic period. CARES 
and the Greenbelt Assistance in 
Living (GAIL) program are both 
on the front line in these efforts, 
with many on a waiting list for 
services, and would be thankful 
for any additional influx of fund- 
ing for staff or programs. Council 
proposed $1.5M to CARES to aid 
in this effort. 

CARES has been administer- 
ing the rental and utility assis- 
tance program, for which another 
$1.5M of ARPA funds is likely. 
A proposal of $350,000 for tem- 
porary case managers who have 
been handling applications was 
suggested. City Treasurer Bertha 
Gaymon said that a single case 
manager costs the city $81,000 in 
salary and benefits. 

A feasibility/assessment study 
of the Armory for $120,000 was 
suggested to ascertain any repair 
needs and how it could be used, 
whether for office space or possi- 
bly a new firehouse. Any decision 
will need to wait until the city 
gains ownership. 

Code Enforcement is request- 
ing $15,000 to improve their 
technology for better service and 
virtual record keeping. They have 
resumed their 20 percent yearly 
rate for rental inspections. 

The $250,000 proposed to 
replace the county’s INET fiber 
connection, which services the 
city’s buildings, was deemed 
necessary. 

Other Ideas 

Jordan suggested a micro-grant 
program for anyone seeking to 
do a community-minded project. 
Davis added an emphasis on 
artists, whose livelihoods have 
suffered during Covid. Jordan 
also introduced the idea of partial 
assistance in down payments for 
new resident homeowners, ac- 
knowledging the need to establish 
an income/home price threshold. 
George advised research into this 
to determine any financial objec- 
tions from mortgage companies. 

Council felt that addressing 
stormwater management issues 
could alone encompass the en-

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tirety of ARPA funds. Davis sug- 
gested a preliminary study to 
begin with, yet Shafer cautioned 
this could be prohibitively costly. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
instead advised addressing the 
current problems. 

Staff set $40,000 for a new 
Master Plan for Buddy Attick 
Park. The last one was conducted 
in 1992. 

GAIL has been referring se- 
niors to the county for requests 
to aid them in retrofitting their 
homes for safety, allowing them 
to remain in the city. Some funds 
could be allocated for this pur- 
pose. 

An amount of $185,000 was 
acceptable as a proposed cost 
for the city’s IT Department for 
improving its protection from 
cyberthreats. 

The $3M suggested for an 
addition to the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center was deemed a 
good start, but not sufficient to 
complete the job. George felt that 
$100,000 would be a likely cost 
for a plan. The issue of available 
recreation amenities in Greenbelt 
West continues to be a pressing 
issue. 

Councilmember Colin Byrd 
suggested a stipend for those 
seeking any form of higher edu- 
cation. Council rounded out the 
idea by making it broad, includ- 
ing not only college instruction 
but vocational training. 

Davis put forth the 
idea of childcare vouch- 
ers, with a possible 
amount of $400,000, as 
many struggle to both 
return to work and prop- 
erly care for their chil- 
dren. 

At the meeting’s 
close, $8.41M had been 
tallied so far of the total 
$22.88M. Jordan pro- 
posed eventually setting 
aside $8-10M for city 
infrastructure, with the 
remaining $12-14M for 
resident needs.

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Faith Organizations Help 
Address City’s Many Needs 


The city’s faith-based organi- 
zations have held the front line in 
providing not only spiritual suste- 
nance but also material resources 
to those in need, including fi- 
nancial assistance, and food and 
home items. Covid has put these 
needs into sharp relief, as many 
residents have turned to their 
spiritual communities for hope, 
fellowship and a path forward. 
Five faith groups met with the 
Greenbelt City Council for the 
first time in three years on June 
29 to share the concerns of their 
members and the many projects 
aimed at sustaining and enhanc- 
ing not only their membership, 
but the entire city. As Mayor 
Emmett Jordan said, they are “the 
heart and soul of Greenbelt” and 
“we are all in this together.” 

Greenbelt Baptist 

Steve Unthank, pastor of 
Greenbelt Baptist Church, in 
existence since the late 1950s, 
remarked on the diverse makeup 
in both age and ethnicity of his 
congregation. He spoke on the 
“sense of divisiveness” and “ideo- 
logical butting of heads” so ap- 
parent in today’s culture, which 
“the best minds in America don’t 
know how to fix.” For him, 
the “answer revolves around the 
Gospel.” In addition to youth 
projects, like the Young Nar- 
nians, which seeks to engage 
young people with the enriching 
experience of fantasy literature, 
the church will be hosting the 
first-ever Prince George’s Confer- 
ence on Reform Theology, which 
explores how the Apostles’ and 
Nicene Creeds still matter today. 

Catholic Community 

Trudy Conrad spoke for the 
Catholic Community of Green- 
belt, which meets at the Munici- 
pal Building and has been around 
for about 40 years. This group 
is very active with Greenbelt 
CARES and the Community Min- 
istry of Prince George’s County, 
as well as providing financial 
support to the food bank at St. 
Hugh Catholic Church. Conrad 
shared that many of their seniors 
would welcome a return of the 
Food and Friendship program 
which was held at the Commu- 
nity Center before the pandemic. 

St. Hugh of Grenoble 

St. Hugh of Grenoble Catholic 
Church, represented by Mary Ann 
Tretler and Susan Walker, is dedi- 
cated to service through Green- 
belt CARES, rental assistance and 
their food pantry. All their faith 
services are streamed online. Re- 
cently, the church welcomed the 
deaf congregation from Landover 
Hills to use St. Hugh’s school 
building due to a fire at their 
home church, an arrangement that 
will likely continue into the fall.

Greenbelt Baha’i 

Jim Fischer and Rose Marghi 
spoke on behalf of the Baha’i 
community. Though only around 
a dozen members, the community 
has endured for about 40 years, 
and is embracing of all of the 
world’s major faiths as part a 
unified spiritual teaching. Inter- 
racial harmony and understanding 
are a key focus. Racism presents 
the nation’s greatest challenge, 
and is “retarding our spiritual 
growth,” said Marghi. For the last 
two years, the Baha’i community 
has sponsored Race Amity Day. 
Marghi shared an open invita- 
tion to all residents, regardless 
of belief, to take part in the Ruhi 
course program, which teaches 
how best to comprehend sacred 
writings and develop spiritual 
skills to achieve the duty to serve 
mankind. 

Restoration Center 

The Restoration Center, found- 
ed on June 10, 2010, is a pow- 
erhouse of Christian worship and 
community service, in keeping 
with their goal to be “a church 
without walls” and in “restoring 
lives.” Situated at Roosevelt Cen- 
ter, service is a primary objective, 
whether it be in the distribution 
of food (available Mondays and 
Wednesdays), furniture and home 
items, or in their efforts to assist 
immigrants learn English, ad- 
vance their careers or find homes. 
Pastor Abby Daramola shared a 
common issue where skilled, edu- 
cated immigrant professionals face 
hurdles in practicing their skills in 
the U.S., as they lack the proper 
licensing, something in which the 
center is active in assisting. Edu- 
cation and the development of all 
youth, including the children of 
immigrants, is a priority, as well 
as supporting local schools. 

Common Concerns 

All the groups confirmed a 
strong spiritual strength in their 
membership, with Covid acting 
as a galvanizing agent to step up 
their efforts. All acknowledged 
the many strains on the spirit 
during these current challenging 
and divisive times. Pastor Tayo 
Fagbenro of the Restoration Cen- 
ter spoke about the confusion and 
discouragement many, especially 
young people, feel these days, 
and his team’s striving to help 
them make sense of the “positive 
and negative” currents that occur 
alongside each other. 

Greenbelt Baptist Church, St. 
Hugh Catholic Church and Resto- 
ration Center all reported concerns 
with security and are accepting the 
offer from the Greenbelt Police 
Department to make their sites 
safer. Vigilance during services is 
key as well. Restoration Center 
stated that they must pay extra to 
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the police for a presence at their 
meetings and distributions, which 
has become expensive. Council 
requested the city manager’s office 
to reach out to the department and 
provide a report to council on the 
reasons and a possible solution. 
The Baha’i community (who meet 
in homes) and Catholic Com- 
munity both expressed no current 
issues with security. 

GILA 

The Greenbelt Interfaith Lead- 
ership Association (GILA) has 
existed since the mid-1970s, and 
was represented at the meeting 
by Fischer and Walker. GILA 
was established under the precept 
of honoring all belief systems 
and has a rather loose structure. 
Fischer said that addressing social 
problems is a primary drive for 
its members. Post-Covid atten- 
dance has doubled, with Fischer 
crediting the varied choice of 
topics at each meeting. GILA is 
very active in the city on a range 
of issues — homelessness being a 
big one during the pandemic — 
and is always looking to expand 
its membership. 

Walker thanked council for 
their $50,000 donation to the 
city’s Rental Assistance Fund, 
which was proposed and is par- 
tially funded by GILA. Accord- 
ing to Walker, in a separate inter- 
view, the fund “helps people who 
do not qualify for ARPA funds.” 
Jordan responded that the council 
is likely to infuse another $1 mil- 
lion into rental assistance using 
ARPA funds. 

Nineteen faith groups were in- 
vited to the meeting. While Jor- 
dan characterized it as a “mov- 
ing” worksession, council was 
concerned and a little mystified 
over the low turnout, but praised 
the constructive and comprehen- 
sive discussion that followed. 
Councilmember Judith Davis 
suggested that greater publicity be 
shared through the internet and 
Greenbelt News Review high- 
lighting the valuable work being 
done by all. Councilmember 
Colin Byrd said that while much 
can be done through policy and 
legislation, “good laws can’t heal 
broken hearts and broken spirits.” 


City Notes 

Summer Camp Session 
2 culminated with Creative 
Kids Campers performing at 
Roosevelt Center. The Museum’s 
July lecture attracted 34 Zoom 
participants; the lecturer con- 
ducted research in the Museum 
archives. 

Street Maintenance/Special De- 
tails supported CARES’s monthly 
produce distribution. Refuse/Re- 
cycling collected 31.74 tons of 
refuse and 11.69 tons of recy- 
clables and cleaned the recycling 
center. Sustainability/Environmen- 
tal hosted an electronics recy- 
cling event. Building Maintenance 
tested sprinkler systems in all city 
buildings and refinished class- 
room desks at the Youth Center. 

Golden Age Club, Commu- 
nity Development, Volksmarchers, 
Friends of the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum, Peace & Justice Coalition 
and Greenbelt Unplugged met 
at the Community Center, which 
also welcomed over 1,000 voters 
on Primary Election Day. Thera- 
peutic Recreation delivered meals 
to 27 seniors. 

Aquatic & Fitness Center staff 
donated towels to the county 
animal shelter and hosted swift- 
water training and a NOAA scuba 
dive safety check. 

During excessive heat, the 
Community Center offered a 
cooling center and park rangers 
monitored park visitors to prevent 


heat-related health issues.

The code word cooperate takes 
on a whole new level of meaning 
for the games run by Jerry. “In 
cooperative games we take com- 
petitive games that kids are very 
familiar with, like musical chairs 
or dodgeball, and we change the 
rules so that it’s not a win-lose 
game. It’s a win-win,” he said. 
“With cooperative musical chairs, 
when the music stops and you 
don’t have a chair, you’re not out. 
You’re in somebody else’s lap... 
sharing the chair and the chairs 
become a lifeboat or the whole 
team saves the whole team.” 

The kids run around, have 
fun and learn about promoting 
everyone winning. But there are 
inevitable conflicts. In fact, con- 
flicts are part of the curriculum, 
and are part of the day of coop- 
eration. 

“The third day is cooperation, 
where we learn that in order to 
solve a conflict, we need to work 
together and that conflicts aren’t 
bad. They’re an opportunity for a 
relationship,” MJ said. 

The camp has a peace table 
where children learn to talk with 
each other. “I had three kids to 
a peace table today,” she said. 
“They start inviting their friends 
to sit down with a peace pole in 
the middle and talk it out.” 

The week of Greenbelt day- 
camp ended with a presentation 


for parents and friends. The camp- 
ers sang songs and presented two 
short skits they had written. One 
of the skits, called Gerald’s Re- 
demption, featured Gerald the 
dragon, who lured campers into 
his crumbling castle. When the 
campers get stuck, Gerald has a 
change of heart and goes to find 
the knights — his mortal enemies 
— to help rescue his victims and 
make amends. The writers of the 
script understood the lessons about 
resolving conflict, cooperation and 
the importance of building peace.

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Greenbelt Scout Crew Canoes 
Adirondacks Lakes, Streams 


Two weeks ago, while much 
of Greenbelt was involuntarily 
without power, Venturing Crew 
746 chose to go off the grid for 
a seven-day canoe trek in the 
Adirondack Mountains of New 
York. Seven scouts and four adult 
leaders took off on July 9 for a 
week of exploring the rivers and 
lakes in the Adirondack region 
for what would be an unforget- 
table experience of physical en- 
durance, solitude and friendship. 
Venturing Crew is a co-ed Boy 
Scouts of America program for 
youth aged 14 to 21. 

“This was an exceptional trip, 
with crystal clear water, cool 
nights, clear skies, fantastic views 
and scenery, and magical loon 
calls to lull you to sleep. A must- 
do trip for any adventurer,” said 
Jonathan Murray, an assistant 
leader and parent. 

The canoe trek route was 
planned by the crew members 
with guidance from the adult 
leaders and consisted of over 50 
miles of paddling and portaging 
— carrying the boats, food and 
gear overland from one navigable 
water source to another. There 
were four portages in all, the lon- 
gest of which was 1.25 miles. A 
few of the scouts and one leader 
were able to make the portages 
in one pass, meaning they were 
able to carry their fully loaded 
backpacks and canoes over rough 
terrain in one hike. Other mem- 
bers of the group would need to 
return for a second pass, making 
their actual portage 3.75 miles in 
length. The portages were a true 
test of teamwork, as every crew 
member assisted with canoe and 
gear carries. By the last portage, 
with teamwork, the crew was 
able to reduce the portage time 
taken by half. 

Karl Hille, parent and assis- 
tant leader, says of the trip: “We 
watched a group of scouts with 
different abilities and levels of 
experience grow to work together 
as a team. I think they all grew 
an inch or so that week, some 
maybe more.” 

One important challenge the 
crew had to contend with was 
bears, as the Adirondacks have 
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Campers practice cooperation by working together.

approximately 3,000 to 4,000 
black bears — over 50 percent 
of the black bear population in 
New York State. It was neces- 
sary for the crew to carry and 
store their food in bear canisters. 
The canisters are designed to 
be strong enough to keep black 
bears from biting through the 
hard plastic shell, and have spe- 
cially engineered lids that screw 
on, with gravity locks that make 
it impossible to open the canister 
without specific movements by 
the opener. Each crew member 
carried their own canister, with 
seven days’ worth of food for 
one person along with any eating 
utensils and dishes, toiletries such 
as toothpaste and toothbrush, 
and trash — essentially anything 
with an odor that would attract 
bears. These bear canisters were 
then stored outside of camp, on 
the ground, helping to make sure 
bears don’t associate food with 
people. 

The crew experienced excel- 
lent weather, with only one morn- 
ing where they were delayed by 
a few hours as a thunderstorm 
rolled through, and one day of 
high winds creating white caps 
on a lake. Although there were 
significant waves and wind, with 
some doubling back due to crew 
members’ misreading the geogra- 
phy of the land, no one capsized 
and the crew was able to safely 
make it to the next campsite — 
without dying — as the amped-up 
scouts exaggerated. 

One of the surprising ben- 
efits of the trip’s location was 
no cell service, requiring scouts 
to entertain themselves without 
social media, texting or game 


apps. Instead, they fished, swam, 
hiked and chatted their boredom 
away. It was a refreshing respite 
from the frenzied screen time at 
home, and although some scouts 
would say their favorite part of 
the trip was skirting civilization 
at the general store along one of 
the last lakes, the freedom from 
devices and noise proved to be 
a welcome change of pace for 
everyone. 

Oscar Gibson, a crew mem- 
ber, remarked that “it was a fun 
trip, and the water was so much 
clearer than” he is used to seeing. 
Isabelle Murray, another crew 
member, said, “It’s an amazing 
feeling to look down into the 
water and see waves of green 
grasses flowing beneath your 
boat, or dozens of white lilies all 
in full bloom. It gives me hope 
for the future of wild places.” 

Venturing Crew 746 has plans 
in the works for more trips this 
fall, including outdoor rock 
climbing at Carderock and the 
Via Ferrata in West Virginia, bike 
camping along the C&O Canal, 
high-ropes challenges at Sandy 
Spring Adventure Park and cel- 
ebrating the one-year anniversary 
of the crew’s founding. In its first 
year, the crew has been camping, 
rock climbing and backpacking 
several times, ski/snowboarding, 
and even started a new Greenbelt 
tradition, The Winter Wonderland, 
which they will repeat again this 
year.
